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Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board and the Citizens of the School 
District of Pittsburg: 


Foreword 


In spite of all the attention that must necessarily be 
given to quantitative education in our schools due to 
unprecedented annual increases in enrollments, more 
and more thought and study has been directed to the 
qualitative aspect during the past several months. As 
a result of this change in focus, expressed concern over 
the choice of subjects is shifting to the pupil, particu- 
larly, if he is believed to be a gifted one. Concerted 
effort on a broad scale is being made to identify talent 
and to determine the most effective way to develop it. 
Once again motivation, aroused interest, and academic 
competition are receiving high priority in our educa- 
tional thinking. 


With this re-discovery that the “old tools’ still have 
that “temper and edge” essential to do a good job even 
in this day of automation, provided we are willing to 
pick them up and use them, has come a fuller realiza- 
tion that there is no substitute for sustained hard work. 
This is borne out by the relatively large number of 
pupils found in the upper and next quarter of their 
classes in academic achievement whose ability, in so far 
as can be determined, indicates that they should ex- 
change positions. With the use of what are believed to 
be more reliable measures of intelligence, too, it is be- 
ing found that the much talked about quotient is not as 
general as was at first thought. Increasing evidence 
seems to point to the further substantiation of what 
has been long observed, though perhaps sometimes 
somewhat reluctantly accepted, that genuine effort can 
and does compensate to a very considerable extent for 
the lack of ability. 


If these educational findings are sound, which the 
passage of time seems to indicate, it follows that the 
same serious attention is needed to improve the tech- 
niques and standards in our schools just as it is needed 
to build a strong athletic team. Much monotonous as 


Oo” 


well as hard work performed over a prolonged period 
of time is going to be required, just as it always has 
been, if every child is to be helped to realize his maxi- 
mum potential. And the extent to which success is 
achieved in reaching for this high goal will be deter- 
mined, largely, by the degree to which educational 
opportunity is associated with service to others rather 
than with the social and economic status of the learner. 


Teachers 


Four new teachers have joined the faculty at our 
school, three of them to fill vacancies and one to fill the 
position created by the addition of the Commercial 
Department to the high school. Principal Charles H. 
Morgan, a World War II veteran, who received both 
his bachelor’s and master’s degrees from Boston Uni- 
versity, and who has taught a number of years in this 
state, teaches Social Studies. Mrs. Katherine B. von 
Dohrmann, a graduate of Salem Teachers College in 
Massachusetts, and with previous teaching experience 
in this state, teaches the commercial subjects. Stephen 
E. Dehl, who has served several years overseas in the 
U. S. Army, graduated from the University of Massa- 
chusetts last June. He teaches Mathematics and Sci- 
ence, and coaches Athletics. Mrs. Doris J. Chappell, a 
teacher with a number of years of experience in the 
different districts within this supervisory union, and 
who attended Sargent College in Massachusetts, teaches 
Grades 5-6. 


The teachers returning to again work with us this 
year with the respective subjects or grades taught in- 
clude Mrs. Helen Barclay—English, French; Miss Alice 
L. Pillsbury—-Home Economics, General Science; Ray- 
mond P. Stuart—Shop, Dramatics; Mrs. May F. Thi- 
beault—English, Social Studies, Mathematics—Grades 
7-8; Mrs. Junie 8. Aldrich—Grades 3-4; and Mrs. Eva 
S. Scott, Grades 1-2. 


School Nurse—Health 


Much credit is due our school nurse, Mrs. Ethel S. 
Sturgis, for the excellent health program conducted 
during the past several years. Including as it does in 
addition to the provision of the many daily and routine 
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services, such features as the giving of complete physi- 
cal examinations every four years, the administering 
of periodic immunizations, and the conducting of an- 
nual pre-school and X-ray clinics, it contributes sub- 
stantially in the maintenance and protection of the 
over-all health of our pupils. 


As inclusive as are the many services rendered by 
the above program, however, the pressing need for a 
dental clinic becomes ever more urgent. As has been 
pointed out before, if this vitally important health 
service is not provided soon, it is feared that irrep- 
arable harm may result to the teeth of many children. 


Enrollment and Attendance 


For the sixth consecutive year the total enrollment 
is larger than it was the preceding one. A comparison 
of the number of pupils enrolled in Grades 1-8 and 9-12 
for this six-year period, beginning with the present 
year, shows respective counts of 115 and 62, 102 and 
67, 91 and 61, 87 and 49, 97 and 40, 89 and 31. Although 
the number of high school tuition pupils from Clarks- 
ville increased from 6 to 9 last year, it has dropped to 
7 this year, while the number of elementary school 
tuition pupils from there has increased from 1 to 2. 
The average percentage of attendance for the past year 
was 95.32 in Grades 1-6; 94.27 in Grades 7-8; and 96.89 
in Grades 9-12. The average number of tardinesses per 
pupil for the same groups was .11, .09 and .33, respec- 
‘tively. In light of the prevalency of the epidemics which 
occurred, both the attendance and the tardiness records 
are very good. 


Notes on the Budget 


The school board’s budget for 1959-60 is $68,393.00 
in comparison to $68,170.00 for the present year. This 
amount is reduced by an estimated income of $2,500.00, 
which leaves $65,893.00 to be raised by taxes by the 
town as compared to $65,770.00 for the current year. 
The district is fortunate in not experiencing any ap- 
preciable increase in the budget during a period of 
rising costs and higher salaries. 
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Grounds—Building—Equipment 


Thanks to the continued policy of keeping the build- 
ing in an excellent state of maintenance, relatively little 
repair work has been necessary during the past year. 
Some painting of window casings and sash was begun, 
and new shelves, counters, racks and drawers have 
been built in the English room to more adequately ac- 
commodate and display books and magazines. 


The janitor, teachers, and pupils are to be compli- 
mented for the well kept building and good condition 
of the grounds. 


New items of equipment added include a typewriter 
and timer for the Commerce Department; record player 
for use in the teaching of English and French; tote 
drawer cabinet for storage of individual pupil’s work 
in sewing in Home Economics; groover set, belt sander, 
and different small tools for the Shop; and such mis- 
cellaneous articles as were needed for instructional 
purposes. 


Miscellaneous 


We are very sorry to learn that, due to his health, 
it is not possible for Lynwood B. Peck to continue work- 
ing with the school band in addition to his regular 
teaching duties at Canaan High School. A great deal 
of credit is due him for all that he has done for the 
school as well as for the community in developing this 
musical organization, which as does the choral group, 
contribute much to the over-all life of the school. 

The large number of pupils taking advantage of the 
School Lunch Program indicates the popularity of this 
school function, which plays a very important part in 
maintaining good health in the school. The operator, 
Mrs. Helen A. Foote, through her hard work, has con- 
tributed materially to the success of this program. 


Conclusion 


I wish to express my deep appreciation to the mem- 
bers of the School Board, parents, teachers, and citizens 
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for all the assistance and cooperation received as we 
have worked together during the past year to provide 
and maintain high standards in our schools.

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REPORT FROM THE WHITE MOUNTAINS 
REGION ASSOCIATION 


1958 was a busy year for the White Mountains Region office, 
particularly in the information and transportation fields. 


In view of foreseen drastic consequences, the Region took a very 
active part in representing our towns in fighting transport curtail- 
ment, particularly with regard to the railroads. We appeared at hear- 
ings in Concord, North Conway, and Littleton, and engaged in a con- 
siderable amount of travel and correspondence in the effort to prevent 
the Boston and Maine and the Maine Central railroads from cutting 
out their passenger service. While only limited success resulted, it 
should be pointed out that such curtailments will go through without 
even a delay if they are not strongly contested. We have also taken 
an active part in proceedings before the Civil Aeronautics Board in 
attempting to secure better air service for northern New Hampshire; 
the final decision on this is not yet in. In the meantime, we have 
worked with bus companies to publicize their service in the hope 
that bus travel may take up some of the slack. 


Demands for White Mountains literature of all types continue to 
increase, and we have been considerably crowded to satisfy them. 
The new N. H. Montreal office, turnpike information booths, and new 
sources contacted while out of state have all upped the quantity of 
literature we need to distribute. As satisfying the requests for folders 
about our region means dollars to our towns, it is extremely im- 
portant that we receive enough funds to supply the need. 


We have continued our customary and tested programs of 4-H 
awards, Youth Awards in science, and of liaison with all types of 
organizations and departments who in one way or another are work- 
ing for the benefit of our area and our state. We have confidence that 
21 years has proved them worthwhile. We have continued to travel 
to areas outside our state to carry the White Mountains message, and 
have cooperated with attractions operators and others who are doing 
the same job in different ways. 


We'd like to remind every town again in this legislative year that 
holding the line in taxes in New Hampshire will be possible to a large 
extent only as much as we continue to bring in out-of-state visitors 
to help finance our main sources of revenue (Ex: they pay over 40% 
of the gas tax and others). To do this, we have to continue to reach 
out and bring them in, and put up the small sums (which return 
many times over) that publicity costs. It’s for our own benefit, and 
it does pay off. At a small outlay to any one town, an area publicity 
program operates that benefits all our towns. Our surveys in four 
consecutive years have shown consistently 2% to 3 times the town 
monies coming back to the area out of just a few inquirers surveyed. 


Your town’s part in this work is important, and is appreciated. 
This is one way where we in New Hampshire can still do things for 
ourselves.
